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Offshore Oil, 
Sales, Leases 
Called Off

WASHINGTON (AP) «. Secre* 


tary of the Interior Walter J. 
Hickel, in his third action of the 
week aimed at preventing an* 
other "Santa Barbara tragedy," 
today called off the sale of off- 
shore oil and gas leases. 


The sale of 27 Gulfcoast tracts 


that could have brought the gov* 
ernment millions of dollars, was 
scheduled for next Tuesday and 
was the only such sale of feder- 
al offshore leases imminent. 


Hickel said the sale would be 


postponed "until we are positive 
we have regulations which will 
prevent pollution such as the 
Santa Barbara tragedy." 


He referred to the 11-day leak 


of a Union Oil Co. well which 
'spread an 800-square-mlle slick 
across the Santa Barbara chan- 
nel off California before it was 
plugged Feb. 8. 


Earlier this week, Hickel is- 


sued 
regulations 
holding oil 


companies 
responsible 
for 


cleanup and damage costs from 
any offshore-well pollution and 
proposed new and tighter regu- 
lations for drilling in the Santa 
Barbara channel. 


Oil and gas leases along the 


Gulf of Mexico coastline already 
have brought the Interior De- 
partment close to $200 million in 
bonus bids. 


Sixteen tracts were leased 


Nov. 19, 1968 for a. total of $150 
million in bonuses, followed by 
another 20 tracts for $44 million 
Jan. 14. 


Preliminary steps have been 


taken toward the possible leas- 
ing late this year of areas off 
Alaska, but that sale has not yet 
been definitely scheduled. 


Announcing the latesf move, 


Hickel said, "We have post- 
poned the Gulf Coast sale as an- 
other step in the exhaustive re- 
view being conducted into all 
aspects of federal offshore drill- 
ing and production. 


"Consequently, any bids re- 


ceived for the Louisiana tracts 
will be returned to the sender 
unopened." 


"In announcing this postpone- 


ment," he added, "I again de- 
clare that monetary considera- 
tions must not be allowed to ob- 
struct consideration of what is 
best to protect the environment 
in which we live."

Says Sirhan 
Composed, 
Peaceful 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
Au* 


thor George Plimpton says he 
lacked the courage to look at 
dying Sen. Robert F. Kennedy, 
but instead lunged against the 
senator's assailant—a man he 
describes as "composed and 
peaceful," 


"My eyes were solely on the 


hand of the defendant which had 
the gun," 
Plimpton testified 


Wednesday at the trial of Sirhan 
Bishara Sirhan, charged with 
Kennedy's murder. 


"He struck me as enormously 


composed," Plimpton said of 
the young Jordanian who has 
been pictured as disturbed with 
Kennedy for supporting Israel, 
The senator was felled shortly 
after midnight last June 5 in the 
flush of his California presiden- 
tial primary victory. 


"The rest of us, given this 


sudden tragedy, were not com- 
posed," said Plimpton of Sir- 
han. "He seemed almost like 
the eye in the center of a hurri- 
cane, composed and peaceful. 


"He seemed purged." 
One of the 16 prosecution wit- 


nesses who described the chaot- 
ic scene when Kennedy and five 
others were shot In the Ambas- 
sador Hotel pantry, Plimpton's 
account was perhaps the most 
dramatic.

testimony lent support to the de- 
fense contention that shooting

WASHINGTON (AP) - Secre- 


tary of Defense Melvin R. Laird 
was handed the double task to- 
day of urging prompt ratifica- 
tion of the nuclear nonprolifera- 
tion treaty while defending the 
administration's apparent inten- 
tion to press ahead with atomic 
missile defenses. 


Ostensibly, Laird and Gen. 


Earle C. Wheeler, chairman of 
the joint chiefs of staff were 
called before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Com ittee to present 
the administration case for ap- 
proval of the treaty. 


But it was clear from ques- 


tioning of Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers Tuesday that 
critics of the Sentinel missile 
defense 
system consider the 


hearings a forum to advance 
their cause. 


The critics of the Sentinel, 


which would use nuclear-armed 
missiles to destroy incoming en- 
emy missiles, argue its deploy- 
ment would conflict with the 
treaty's provision for negotia- 
tions on nuclear disarmament. 


They cited Article VI of the 


nonproliferation 
treaty, which 


calls for negotiations 
leading 


eventually to general disarma- 
ment. 


The critics argue the adminis- 


tration should at least try to en- 
ter Into negotiations with the So- 
viet Union on missile disarma- 
ment before proceeding with the 


ABM. 


Rogers rejected 
that view 


Tuesday. 


Laird has suspended deploy- 


ment of the Sentinel system and 
ordered a Pentagon study of the 
program in the face of increas- 
ing congressional criticism and 
citizen protests.

HEIDELBERG, Germany—(NBA)—Nobody likes to ad- 


mit it here but M.Sgt. Ken Gubert, 22 years in the Army. 
is a problem. 


No, he's an excellent soldier—obedient, sober, enthusias- 


tic, hard working, law abiding, loyal and dependable. 


The problem is his wife—and those eight kids. 
The Army doesn't talk much about the situation. It sim- 


ply classifies Sgt. Gubert's family (and every other mili- 
tary family) as "morale necessities," and lets it go at that. 


But the thing is, almost anywhere Sgt. Gubert is assigned 


in the world, his family will follow. Thus the Army is sad- 
dled with extra work, extra worry and extra expense. In 
short, Sgt. Gubert's flock—and all such families—are an 
Army burden. 


Europe is probably the best illustration. 
The Army has more than (50,000 military families on the 


Continent today (some unauthorized). They include more 
than 145,000 dependents, the majority of them children. 


Each assigned family is authorized so many pounds of 


personal and household goods to be shipped at government 
responsibility. In Sgt. Gubert's case, the total poundage 
was 5,600: radio, phonograph, car, lamps, washer, dryer, 
tc-levision, sewing machine, six bicycles, dishes, clothing 
and on and on. 


Some families have brought even more: favorite sofas. 


fish tanks, model train platforms, refrigerators, doghouses. 


All of it is packed, crated and hauled by U.S. soldiers on 


both sides of the ocean, who do nothing else but moving 
work. 


And if the moving is elaborate, so is the expense. No one 


at Army headquarters in Heidelberg will estimate the cost, 
but when personal transportation (by air charter) is in- 
cluded, observers believe the per-month drain is millions.

lining up as much as 13 feet out 
of kilter with base lines estab* 
listed for the roadway," 


Work on the project was 


stopped 
and engineers have

way, and the blueprints didn't 
match.

in the Vietnam war has passed 
the 200,000 mark. 


The U.S. Command said today 


19? Americans were killed to ac- 
tion last week, and 1,103 were 
wounded. This brought the total 
number of American combat 
dead since Jan. 1,1961, to31,759 
and the total wounded to 200,792.

second highest of the year but

months. The week before 183 
U.S. servicemen were killed. 


South Vietnamese officials Is- 


sued no casualty figures, and a 
spokesman said the weekly re- 
port had not been prepared yet 
because of delays.

Wednesday for the outbreak of 
Influenza that 
has caused a 


dozen school districts in the 
state to close in recent weeks. 


More than 
12,000 students 


from Texarkana to Fayettevllle 
have 
been 
dismissed 
from 


classes for several days at a 
time recently because of exces- 
sive absentism blamed on the 
flu bug. 


Herron said there is no indi- 


cation of an Influenza epidemic, 
however, 
and "in 
most in- 


stances, dismissing classes is 
unjustified." 


Most of the sickness, Herron 


said, probably results from res- 
piratory ailments, head colds, 
sinus trouble, sore throats "and 
no telling what else," 


The health officer said If the 


reported Illnesses were caused 
by Influenza and the classes 
dismissed, those not sick likely 
would "congregate at homes, in 
the streets, pool halls and ev- 
erywhere else and catch it any- 
way." 


The best way to arrest 
in- 


fluenza, Herron said, is to keep 
the children in classes and if 
one appears to be coming down 
with an Illness send him to a 
doctor for treatment. 


In the military, soldiers are 


assigned buddies and If one be- 
gins to develop signs of Illness 
such as a cold, sore throat or 
cough, the other reports him to 
officials for proper treatment, 
Herron said.

Cong Forces 
Moving in to 
Attack Saigon

SAIGON (AP) - U.S. mili- 


tary advisers said today the 
Viet Cong have more forces now 
for an attack on Saigon and the 
provinces around it than they 
had for the big tet offensive a 
year ago. 


The A m e r i c a n officers 


conceded they were uncertain 
when, where or if the Commu* 
nist command would launch its 
long anticipated big push. But 
they said captured documents 
and prisoners of war still point 
to an offensive in the 3rd Corps 
Area, which is made up of Sai- 
gon and 11 provinces around it. 


Assessing the current military 


situation around the capital, the 
analysts said either the enemy 
has not been able to get his 
troops, munitions and food sup- 
plies into position because of 
U.S. 
and 
South 
Vietnamese 


spoiling actions, or he is await- 
ing advice from Hanoi's diplo- 
mats at the Paris peace talks. 


"The 
enemy's o v e r - a l l 


strength in 3rd Corps has in- 
creased about 7,500 over the last 
13 months.to 65.000." said one 
source. About 20,000 to 30,000 of 
these are considered assault 
troops, the rest support forces. 
The total includes several thou- 
sand operating from bases just 
across the border in Cambodia 
who move in and out of South 
Vietnam at will and are within 
easy striking distance of Saigon. 


The allies have roughly 50,000 


combat 
infantrymen 
in 
the 


area. 


At least one of four North 


Vietnamese divisions in the 3rd 
Corps Area is said to be moving 
into attack positions through 
War Zone D northeast of Saigon. 
Three other divisions remain 
about where they were a month 
ago, along the Cambodian bor- 
der west, northwest and north of 
Saigon. 


Cne analyst said this disposi- 


tion of enemy forces suggests 
assaults on outlying areas rath- 
er than on Saigon itself, at least 
in the Initial phases of any of- 
fensive. The most likely initial 
targets appear to be Tay Ninh 
City, northwest of Saigon, and 
the big American bases at Long 
Binh, Bien Hoa and Lai Khe, 
north and northeast of the capi- 
tal.
